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Exeter, Jan. 27.—Superior court 


came in at ten a. m. today and the first 
jury trial of the term, State vs. Wil- 
liam M. Moore of Portsmouth, for al-1 
leged embezzlement from the city of 
Portsmouth, was called. This case has 
been twice adjourned and when called 
this morning attracted considerable 
attention among the legal fraternity of 
the county, many of whom were pres- 
ent. 


Judge Peaslee, who has attained a 


wide notoriety throughout the state on 
account of his now famous mandamus 
against Chief Healy of Manchester in 
the liquor crusade, occupied the bench. 
Clerk ot Court Knight called the ven- 
ire and the following jury was im- 
panelled to try the case: 


Charles B. Card, Kensington; 
Samuel F. Perkins, Seabrook; 
Nathaniel G. Whidden. Newton; 
Charles B. Wheeler, Bre'htwood;

Attorney General Eastman and the 


firm of Page and Bartlett looked after 
the plaintiff's interests while Moore 
was defended by John Kivel, Esq., of 
] 


Dover and William E. Marvin of Poits- 
mouth. 


Judge Page opened the case with a 


few 
concise rcmaiks in which he 


stated that they should prove to the 
satisiaction of tnc judge and jury that 
the defendant did wilfully appropriate 
to his own use monies of the city of 
Portsmouth to the amount of $1685. 
. According to Moore's own statement 
he owed the city over $1700. Now it 
appears that William H. Moore was 
elected city clerk in March, 1S91). This 
term of office was one year and then 
came his re-election. After the turn- 
down of Moore and the election ol 
Peirce, Moore sftould have turned over 
the keys and books to the new man 
but this he did not do for over ten 
days. Later the mayor and other offi- 
cials discovered that all was not just 
rigKt and an investigating committee 
was appointed, consisting of Mayor 
Mclntire, City Auditor Gardner and 
City Solicitor S. P. Emery. They start- 
ed in and soon found that their sus- 
picions were well founded and that 
Moore owed the city nearly $1700. He 
was called in, admitted his guilt and 
pleaded for time in which to ;nake res- 
titution saying that he could satisfy 
all demands. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Page's re- 


marks the first witness, S. P. Emery, 
city solicitrv ot LIic city of Portsmouth, 
was callad: 


Am a lawyer and city solicitor of 


Portsmouth. Investigated the W. H 
Moore-case in April, 1901, at instance 
of board of aldermen. Moore was city 
clerk. We were about' eight days be- 
fore we were ready to report. A spec- 


was called of city councils. 


At'two o'clock on. "that day we seat for 
Mocre and he admitted his defalcation. 
We asked if he hail the exact amount 
he was short. He said no, but he 
would get.it. At four o'clock he ap- 
ijearcd and handed me his figures 
which amounted to f 1715.09. Lawyer 
Emery.h'ere identified the paper hand 
ed him as being the figures Mr. Moore 
submitted at that time. He asked us 
not to report that night, He wanted to 
leave it to me and that perhaps when 
KfrV'Kimball, president of the First 
National hank, returned he would let 
him have the money. The mayor told 
him that the report would haVe to be 
made that evening. The report was 
made thst evening, and It was left to 
me to proceed, During the next week 


Mr, Moore called upon me several 
limes and finally appeared with, his 
lawyer, Mr. Marvin. A warrant was 
finally sworn out and Mr. Moore ar- 
rested. We found $1685 deficit at that 
time and since then have found other 
amounts. 


Cross examined by Mr. Kivel:—Mr. 


Moore has been city clerk for several 
years. The last time for two consecu- 
tive years. His office was up stairs 
and city treasurer's on the ground 
floor. My attention was called to ir- 
regularities by the mayor. I advised 
bringing matters 
before aldermen. 


Never examined books" of city treasur- 
er. I was member of investigating 
committee. We took up city lots first. 
Then sewer bills and then taxes. We 
found a deficit of $1085. It was not 
enough acording to Mr. Moore's fig- 
ures. We sent for Mr. Moore. I cannot 
say that Mr. Moore was surprised 
when I told him. He said that he 
would pay the city every dollar he 
owed. He was no thief. Mr. Moore 
added two items to the list that after- 
noon that we did not have against him. 
There was no way at that time to find 
out the amount paid for sewer entranc- 
es. There was no record. Moore did 
not appear to be keeping anything 
back. We had access to all the books 
in city clerk's office. City treasurer- 
did not keep any public books of rec- 
ord. Day alter we made the report met 
Mr. Mooro on the street. Went to my 
office. Everytime he saw me he said 
he would pay the next day. He did not 
keep his word. Had two interviews 
with Moore without his counsel being 
present. At a meeting of all concerned 
Mr. Moore's counsel offered to place 
money enough at some place, and then 
the amount to be drawn from at a 
joint order signed by botn as the mat- 
ter was cleared up. This I would not 
agree to <is Mr. Moore wanted a clean 
bill ol sale. 


Mayor Mclntire:—Am mayor of city 


of Portsmouth. Occupied that position 
during last year Mr. Moore was city 
clerk. Cicy sold some lots at auction 
a year ago last May. I executed the 
deeds of these lots by authority of city 
councrls. 
Mr. Moore drew up the 


deeds. Remember the deed to Mr. Mar- 
vin. Mr. Moore brought the deed to me. 
I signed it and supopsed he carried it 
to city treasurer. Supposed the latter 
received the money. (Mayor Mclntire 
here identified Mr. Moore's handwrit- 
ng on several deeds.) Was a member j 
jf investigating committee. I sent for 
,lr. Moore on April 20 and notified him 
hat there was a deficiency. He said j 
hat he would help us out; that he was 
10 thief and the city of Portsmouth 
vould not lose a cent. He asked for a 
couple of hours' time and returned 
vi u. a paper which admitted $1716.09 
as, the amount he owed thc city. He 
-.aid that if Mr. Kimba.ll of the First 
National bank was home he thought he 
xmld get the money at once. He asked 
f we coulil not delay reporting the 
matter for awhile. The only book kept 
jy city clerk was one on dog licenses. 


Cross 
examined:—Tbe 
regular- 


meeting night of the board of alder- 
aren was Thursday evening. Mr. Moore 
made all of the deeds for the city lots, 
to the best oE my knowledge. (Mr. 
Kivel hero introduced the Marvin deed 
made by S. P. fimcry.) Did not tell 
Mr. Moore not to deliver the deeds. 
Had all confidence in the man's hones- 
ty and integrity at that time. Mr. 
Moore asked for time to fix the matter 
up. Mr. Moore aid not say that $1715 
was the whole amount and more too. 
Mr. Marvin tendered me some money 
to settle the matter, cannot say the 
amount. I asked for time to see coun- 
sel. He said they would give me no 
time. There was the money. I could 
take it or leave it. This was on Octo- 
ber 15, the day the grand jury met. I ] 
refused to accept it, 


Wiuiam E. Marvin:—Am acquainted 


with William H. Moore. Purchased land 
of city "of Portsmouth on July 19 for 
?750. Paid $50 down. Paid the balance 
Aug. 
20, to Mr. Moore. (Mr. Marvin 


here introduced his deed for the land.) 
Paid the money in two checks. Both 
to Mr. Moore. -

ter meeting of city government when 
investigating committee reported. We

talked matter over. Mr. Emery said 
that we must have the money. I told 
him we were anxious to pay tho mon, 
ey, but we should not pay any such 


amount of deposit we would get the 
balance. Mr. Emery said personally 
that it was a fair offer but he could 
not act until he had seen the board of 
aldermen. He asked that I go before 
the board of aldermen, and make this 
proposition. I refused, saying that the 
aldermen had nothing to do with it. 
There was talk of having a civil writ 
made against Mr. Moore and Mr. Em- 
cry promised to do it but the writ w.as 
'never served. Later an. incomplete re- 
port was made to the investigating 
committee. Mr, Moore later mad© up 
his account and on October 15 I ten- 
dered that amount in settlement but it 
was refused. 


Mr. Marvin was on the stand when 


court adjourrned at 12:45 for dinner.

Final 
Arrangement 
of 
Mammoth 


World's 
Fair Structures 
at St. 


Louis. 


(Special to the Herald.) 


St. Louis, Jan. 23.—A ground plan 


showing the precise development of 
the World's fair site at St. Louis has 
been prepared by Director of Works 
Isaac S. Hay lor. The plan shows the 
art building well back from the brow 
of thc hill in the southern part of the 
group. Tho central picture is closed 
by a festival hall and a balustrade 
course, at thc end of which are two 
restaurant buildings. These are at 
the crest of the hill. The festival hall 
in the center, which terminates the 
picture and forms a crown, is of suf- 
fieent proportions to accomodate 2,500 
persons and is calculated to be the 
scene of exercises and meetings on the 
grounds. 
Between the festival hall 


and thc two restaurant pavilions a bal- 
ustrade course three and one-half feet 
high is located. The art building con- 
sists of throe pavilions forming a par- 
allelogram 830x450 feet. According to 
the plan of Professor Halsey C. Ives, 
chief of the art department, the cen- 
ter ol tb^se pavilions is to contain the 
international 
sculpture court, 
tho 


United States Foction and the loan col- 
lection. The two side pavilions are to 
be devoted to foreign exhibits. The 
side pavilions open on a broad court, 
which is to be enriched with sculp- 
tures, pergolas, trees, \lnes. etc. The 


es are all on the ground floor 


and are very spacious, with ample 
provision for illumination, ventilation 
and the circulation of large crowds. 


Beneath the festival hall is the cas- 


cade picture1, but the development is 
still FO imperteot that the point of is- 
tiue of Uie cascade is not shown. De- 
signer Masqueray i.s at work on this 
feature. 
The outlines ol the struc- 


tures crowning the hill above tho cas- 
cades are perfectly developed, and will 
be built as hhcwn. 


The group oi eight main buildings, 


arranged in two rows, is over a mile 
loig and, naming them from east to 
west, are as follows: Outer row, lib- 
eral arts, manufactures, varied Indus- 
trios, transportation; inner row, mines 
and metallurgy, textiles, electricity 
and machinery. 


The government building is to be 


located en the hill to the southeast of 
the main picture. A single building to 
the south will house the fish exhibit 
of tho United States government. On 
the plat also is shown the power plant 
in thc machinery building, that four 
units being arranged in tandem. The 
boiler house, where the power to oper- 
ate these machines will be produced, 
is also bhown in the plat west of the 
machinery building. 


The plan shows 110 acres added to 


the sight by the acquisition of the 
Washington 
UnTvprsity tract. The 


social economy and education build- 
ing, and the fish, forestry and game 
buildings are to be located on the 
Washington University tract east of 
the university buildings. All the dia- 
grams of buildings shown on the plan 
are drawn to a scale of 200 feet to the 
inch. 
Thc comparatively small size 


of the university group, when com- 
pared with the exhibit buildings could 
be placed in either of the big exhibit 
buildings to be built for the exposi- 
tion on_ihe-university tract. 


The agriculture building, over a mile 


in outside measurement, will stand 
apart from the raaia group, the site 
not ha.ving been 
definitely settled. 


Nearly all buildings will be connected, 
by an intra-mural railway system, so 
tnat visitors may readily travel about 
the grounds. 


A lagoon, about one mile in length, 


surrounds the textiles and electricity 
buildings. Ten ornamented bridges at 
convenient intervals afford a means of 
crossing to and from the buildings.
